Branko Culina hits back at media 
suggestions that United doesn t 
give young players a chance 


"Sydney United gives 
more young players a 
chance than any other 
club in Australia," says 
coach Branko Culina. 

"Unlike a lot of 
coaches, | have a firm 
youth policy but people 
have to realise that there 
are problems with 
playing too many young 
players, 

“L want to bring on our 
young stars when it is 
right for them, not for us. 

“At times | feel sorry 
for young players when 
they are brought into a 
team too early, and then 
asked to go out and 
change a club's destiny 
- itisn't fair.” 

This season Sydney 
United has regularly 
fielded the youngest line 


up in the country and 
against Parramatta had 
no fewer than seven 
players under the age of 
21 

Itis these facts which 
have stumped the highly 
rated coach who now 
has to answer criticism 
of failing to give players 
like Joe Vrkic and Mark 
Rudan a regular run. 

"Who do | drop?” 
Culina pointedly asks, 
“Mark Babic or Velimir 
Kupresak, they are two 
of our best players. 

“Yet, youngsters like 
Vrkic and Rudan are 
competing with these 
players for their places." 

Against West Adelaide 
both Rudan and Vrkic 
came on as substitutes, 
although playing out of 


position, another 
pleasing aspect for 
Culina. 

"They both did well, 
it isn't easy to play in 
an unfamiliar role, 
especially when the 
team is fighting for 
the game," he says. 

"But our young players 
have to show 
consistency over a four 
week period, that's the 
difference between 
staying in the team and 
not. 

“Anyone who plays in 
Sydney United's colours 
deserves to be there, | 
want my players to earn 
their spots. 

“Sometimes younger 
players have to learn 
that life isn't all about 
getting things done for

them, they are the ones 
who have to go out and 
earn their rewards." 

Culina is well aware of 
the problems caused by 
having too many young 
players in the side and is 
continually striving to get 
the right balance.

THE NEXT time that
